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Most of Dead to Be Buried 
at Public Funeral Today 
at West Plains, Mo.—20 
Injured. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the

WEST PLAINS, Mo., April 14.— 


Thirty-nine bodies have been re- 
covered from the shattered ruins of | 
a garage and dance hall which were | 
destroyed here last night by an ex-. 
plosioén of undetermined origin . 
while the hall was crowded with) 
dancers. | 

Workers continued to dig in the | 


ruins tonight, but it is probable | 
that the bodies of all who died in| 
the terrific blast or the ensuing 
fire have been recovered. 

Most of the bodies were charred | 
beyond recognition, but only two. 
are still unidentified. ' 

Twenty persons injured in the | 
explosion and fire are in a local 
hospital. All are in serious condi- | 
tion and the recovery of several of | 
them is in doubt. 

Public Funeral Today. 

West Plains, the County seat of 
Howell County, is 210 miles south- | 
west of St. Louis and about 20) 
miles from the Arkansas Iffe._ It | 
has a population of 35006 

A common public funeral ig to | 
be held tomorrow afternoon ;for | 
the victims of the catastrophe who | 
were residents of West Plains and | 
for several who were residents of | 
nearby towns. 

The fire which followed the ex- 
Plosion was extinguished early to- 
day after it had swept through a 
confectionery store, a shoe store, 
the West Plains Bank, the West- 
ern Union office, and a nearby 
cleaning establishment and had 
damaged the Hotel Arcade. Dam- 
age was placed at about $150,000. 

Sixty Persons on Floor. 

About 30 pairs were on the dance 
floor when the explosion ripped | 
upward from the garage on thé | 
first floor, caving in the walls, | 
throwing the roof from the build- 
ing and turning the place into a 
darkened shambles, through which 
the flames from the rising fire 
were beginning to creep. 

The dance was qa weekly affair, 
attended by young people from 
neighboring towns, but the at- 
tendance had been held down 
somewhat by the rainy weather. 
It was drawing toward the close 
oi the evening. Eleven o'clock had 
just struck when the explosion oc- 
curred. 


“It seemed that the floor went 
up into the air,” said Roy Crain, 
who was in the dance hall and was 
only slightly injured. “I heard a 
deafening explosion and then it 
seemed that I was going up as if 
I were on an elevator. 

Finds Himself Pinned Down. 

“I came down half covered with | 
debris. . I must have become un- | 
conscious for a minute. When I | 
came to I was pinned beneath | 
some boards on the first floor of 
the building. 

“There were flames just a few 
feet from me, but the lights were 
out. I could see the body of a 
man a short distance away. While 
I worked to get myself free the 
flames began to burn his clothes. 
Finally I managed to get one leg 
free. Then I worked out my body 
and ran to the street.’

TELLS HOW HE 
GAVE NEWS OF THE 
BREMEN TO WORLD 


Amateur Radio O perator 
at Manchester, N. H., 
Picked Up Far North Re- 
port of Landing. 


E. Stewart Davis, alert a:nateur 
radio operator of Manchester, N. H:, 
who gave to the world the first 
news of the safe landing of the air- 
plane Bremen, has written for the 
Post-Dispatch the story of his news 
“beat.” It follows, just as he tele- 
graphed it from Manchester.

MANCHESTER, ME., April 14.— 
A radio mesage received on the 
night of April 12th informed me 
that the German plane, “Bremen,” 
had iteft Ireland without radio 
equipment and all ships were re- 
quested to keep sharp lookout for 
the same and radio if sighted. I 
decided to keep a close watch of.all 
commercial stations lying in the 
path of the plane. 

Donning the “phones” at 3:15 Fri- 
day afternoon, I maintained a con- 
stant watch until 1:30 Saturday 
morning.

If this is the fact and ff repairs 
can be made only enough fuel— 
only 6 or 8.gallons—would be nec- 
essary to fly t Port Saunders 60 
miles away, where a supply suffi- 
cient to continue, to New York 
could be obtained. 
cial gasoline is available at Port 
Saunders, but it was believed that 
the Bremen engine could be ad- 
justed to use this instead of the 
special fuel it burned on its ocean 
flight. 

Likely to Delay Start. 

A message received from the fly- 
ers by the Dominion Government 
telecraphic system today said that 
at first it was thought the damage 
to the plane was slight, and early 
this morning the aviators intended 
to make repairs and continue to 
New York.

Work on Fox 
Theater To 
Start Again 


New House to Open Late in 
the Fall—How Red-Haired

HE promise. that work. on 

the Fox Theater will be re- 

sumed this week after a long 
layoff due to labor troubles, means 
that Grand boulevard will have its 
new 5000 seat movie palace some 
time next Fall, although ff. is 
hardly likely that the opening will 
taka place as early as Labor day, 
as originally planned. 

After the first wrecking work 
was completed in September and 
October, 1926, work on the Fox 
lot was nil for almost a year, until 
August 1927 when’ the building 
permit was issued. Then excavat- 
ing, drilling, blasting, forming 
walls, and grading occupied the 
workmen, until steel deliveries 
were made. When the strike was 
called there were almost 100 men 
on the job, three derricks were 
setting steel, three gangs were 
riveting and one gang was plumb- 
ing up. Stage steel was 90 per 
cent up and even the main bal- 
cony girder had been placed. 

In the meantime Fox, with only 
his own pictures to depend upon 
—for Skouras and Loew have 
most of the others well sewed up 
with the Orpheum circuit houses 
controlling Pathe’s output—has 
been figuring out a form of en- 
tertainment for the stage to bol- 
ster his screen offerings. There 
will be two gréat organs in the 
new house and the oreliestra, for 
a time at least, will be made up of 
100 musicians. | 

Fox has never n able to get 
an adequate showifg in St. Louis 
for his first run pictures, which 
meant that the sale of these films 
in the nearby territory suffered. 
If the new theater manages to do 
no better than break even here 
the Fox organization will be a big 
gainer because of the greatly add- 
ed sales value of the pictures else- 
where.

The American Commissioners al- 
sO wrote into the record of the 
proceedings (the signed minutes of 
Aug. 3, 1923), a specific reserva- 
tion of the rights of American citi- 
zens in the sub-soil. The text of 
this wag ag follows: 

The American Commissioners 
have stated in behalf of their 
Government that the Govern- 
ment of the United States now 
reserves,, and reserves should 
diplomatic relations between the 
two countries be resumed, all the 
rights of the citizens of the Unit- 
ed States in respect to the sub- 
soil under the surface of lands 
in Mexico owned by citizens of 
the United States, or in which 
they have an interest in what- 
ever form owned or held, under 
the laws and constitution of 
Mexico in force prior to the 
promulgation of the new consti- 
tution, May 191917, and under 
the principles of international 
law and equity. 

Thus it will be seen that the 
agreement paved the way for a 
settlement of the oil question on 
either of two bases—on acceptance 
by Mexico of the American conten- 
tion that ownership of the surface 
carries with it a vested right in the 
sub-soil, or on acceptance of such 
a broad definition of “positive 
acts” that the American end would 
approximately be gained by appli- 
cation of the Mexican theory. ‘The 
wide character of the definition 
written into the Warren-Payne re- 
port was esteemed a high diplo- 
matic triumph for the American 
Commissioners. 

Controversy Over Rights. 


The Warren-Payne agreement 
was reached in 1923, which was 
after the effective date of the 
Constitution nationalizing the pe- 
troleum resources of Mexico, but 
before the promulgation of tie 


1923 as a negotiation of the high- 
est importance upon which two 
soyereign states may engage. The 
paramount issue was that of rec- 
ognition. Without the assurances 
received in the course of that ne- 
gotiation, recognition could not, 
and would not have been extended, 
and my Government confidently 
relies upon the fulfillment of the 
assurances then given.” 

America’s Concession Slight. 

It appears, therefore, that the 


Mexican Government has conceded 
an important point in agreeing to 
the Warren-Payne definition, and 
that the United States, on the oth- 
er hand, has conceded something 
by the tacit waiver of its alterna- 
tive contention with regard to 
vested rights in the subsoil. 

It can hardly be said, however, 
thaf this waiver represents any 
substantial retreat from the posi- 
tion taken by the State Depart- 
ment in its notes, since those 
notes explicitly suggested that the 
controversy might be __ settled 
through the “proper” application 
of Mexico’s own doctrine. 

Mexico's abandonment of the 50- 
year concession was a yielding on 
form rather than substance. Un- 
der its regulations, the 60-year pe- 
riod could be extended 30 years 
if more time was needed to take 
out the oil. The offered conces- 
sion, in other words, was such as 
to permit any oil well to be 
drained gry long within the time 
limit. : 

Instead, Mexico now permits 
concessions without time limit. 
Offsetting this surrender of one 
formy of words for another form is 
the tacit American acceptance of 
the confirmation principle. 

Triumph of Good Manners. 

The new regulations of President 
Callies still require the oil com- 
panies to petition for a “con- 
firmation” of their rights. The 
important difference between the 
old and the new regulations, as 
Ambassador Morrow points out, 
lies in the fact that the oil com- 


laws of 1925, which brought ine 
controversy to an acute stage. 
While these laws 


passed, the controversy 
form of a series of notes 
changed between the two. Govern- 
ments. It was around the pe- 
troleum Jaw of Dec. 31, 1925, and 
the regulations under it, that the 
dispute chiefly raged. 

The law and regulations direct- 
ly contravened the American con- 
tention as to vested rights in the 
sub-soil, by providing that foreign 
operators msut exchange their ti- 
tles for Government concessious 
running 50 years. 

The American State Department 
insisted that the proposed ex- 
change “strikes at the very root 
of the system of property rights 
which lies at the basis of all civ- 
ilized society.” 

“The. very essence of a vest2d | 
interest,” said’ the State Depart- 
ment, “is that it is inviolable and 
cannot be impaired or taken away 
by the State save for a public pur- 
pose upon rendering just com- 
pensation.”

Opposed Narrow Definition. 


The State Department protest- 
ed that the definition of “positive 
acts” under the Calles regulations 
of 1926 was too marrow and was 
not in accord with the definition 
agreed upon by the commissioners | 
of the two Governments in 1924. 
In his note of July 31, 1926, Sec- 
retary of “tate Kellogg said: 

It has been, and is, the posi- 
tion of my Government not only 
that the surface owner in these 
cases (the cases of land ac- 
quired prior to the 1917 Con- 
stitution) is the owner of certain 
subsoil deposits, including pe- 
troleum, but that, under any 
proper application of the doc- 
trine of positive acts, the rights 
of American nationals claiming 

petroleum deposits under the 
titles accruing prior to May 1, | 
1917, must in most, if not all, | 
instances, be effectively con- | 
ceeded. For this purpose I have 
emphasized the exceedingly 
comprehensive definition of posi- 
tive acts laid down in the pro- 
ceedings of the commissoiners 
in 1925. 

Again, in the same note, Kellogg

This sister was so 
forcibly struck by her resemblance to 
the girl whom she had instructed that 
she introduced herself to Eleanor and 
told her of the striking similarity. 

The Felician sister visited Eleanor’s 
foster parents on the following day 
and it was discovered that both girls 
had been adopted from St. Vincent's 
Hospital in New York. It only re- 
mained to trace down the hospital rec- 
ords for verification of the fact that 
the two girls were identical twins, 
born on July 23, 1901. 

At their first meeting 
agreed that they were as like as the

Grad- 
ually these are differentiated into 
three types and form themselves into 
layers in the form of a sphere, the 
middla of which is hollow, called the 
blastosphere. Up to this point the 
process is normal. For some reason 
not known, however, the blastosphere 
next begins to split. It is thought 
that this is possibly due to the fact 
that the cells on the inner layer ex- 
pand much more rapidly than those on 
the outer and, naturally, the outer lay- 
er bursts, as does a football bladder 
when it is blown up too tightly. When 
the split is complete the sides of the 
two split portions are joined together 
and we have two distinct blasto- 
spheres, which proceed to form iden- 
tical individuals. 

The division is always by two's and 
it is thus obvious, says Dr. Newman, 
that triplets can never be identical. 
Two of the children may be duplicates 
and the third merely a fraternal type, 
the result of the fertilization of a sec- 
ond ovum. It is possible, however, for 
quadruplets to be two sets of identical 
twins, Dr. Newman holds. In such 
instances the two blastospheres, that 
resulted from the original split, in 
their turn divided. 

The famous German 
legendary and  0partly substantiat- 
ed by records of the time, of the 
woman who gave birth to eight chil- 
dren at one time, is also recalled.

stricken. Abraham Lincoln was dead. 
While attending a performance in the 
old Ford's Theater in Washington, the 
night before, the war President had 
been shot and mortally wounded by 
an assassin. With a bullet in his 
brain, he had been carried, uncon- 
scious, to a house across the street, 
where the end came a few hours later 
-—on April 15, 1865, a day ever after- 
wards to be remembered with sadness. 
Early reports of the tragedy were 
erratic and confusing, but they agreed 
that John Wilkes Booth was the slayer 
-—Booth of the famous family 
of actors. The fanatical young 
man, the report ran, was a 
member of a band of anarch--: 
ists who not only had plotted 
Lincoln's death, but also had 
plotted and even attempted 
the death of Secretary of State 
Seward, Vice President An- 
drew Johnson and others. Bit- 
terness engendered by defeat 
of the Confederacy was com- 
monly accepted as the motive 
behind the conspiracy and be- 
hind Booth's act in particular. 
And since that time the assas- 
Sination has continued to be 
regarded purely as a political 
gesture unalloyed with  per- 
sonal grievance. 
Now, 63 years after, comes 
a new version of Booth’'s part 
ia the piot and of his personal 
hatred of Lincoln which im- 
parts to the assassination the 
savor Of private revenge, the balancing 
of a personal score. John S. Shafer, 
94-year-old Confederate veteran, tells 
the story. Shafer was a boyhood chum 
and schoolmate of John Wilkes Booth. 
Shafer, in the years long past, knew 
him well, For several winters he 
lived in the same house with the Booth 
tamily at Bellaire, Maryland, where hig 
father ran a small hotel. 


HIS aged Confederate scouts the 
tale that devotion to any polit- 
ical cause led John Wilkes Booth 
to commit an so infamous, He 
killed Lincoln, declares Shafer, to 
avenge the death of a friend who had 
been convicted as a spy and executed 
after Booth’s appeal for the young 
man’s life had won from the President 
a promise of clemency. When his 
friend was allowed to die, Booth, ac- 
cording to Shater, believed he had 
been betraved. That engendered 
Rooth and Booth hatred 
cendered drastic action. 

“I Knew the Booths,” says Shafer. 
“It was just like a Booth to kill a man 
fo avenge a deep personal grievance 
It was not like one of them to kill a 
man for the sake of polities."
